Answer.— Your duty remains the same 
whether; your discharge of it does the slave 
any good or not. “ He that ruleth 
men must be just, ruling in the fear of | 
God.” You mock your maker and in 
bis poor whenever you vote for a rule 
a contrary disposition ;and you well k 
that the candidate who will not vote 
abolition would be an unjust-ruler, an 
pressor of the poor, legislating in < 
tempt of God’s law'. If you vote for 1 
his evil deeds will be your own, and you 
will have to answer for them. You 
not at liberty To promote one good object 
by acting against another. You r 
do evil that good may come. Of two 
moral evils you have no right to choose ei¬ 
ther 5 . still less have you a right to com¬ 
mit a moral evil to secure a temporal good. 
Every such temporal good, when put in 
competition with a moral duty becomes 
a temptation of Satan. You profess to 
believe the cause of abolition to he the 
cause of God, and of his oppressed pool 
— the .cause of liberty, and of human rights 
Will you vote against this cause in orth 
to vote for a sub-treasury, a national Bank 
or a Tariff? What shall it profit a man 
if lie gain the whole world and lose hi: 
own soul? What good will your paper 
banks, your gold treasures rer your- pro¬ 
tective tariff-do you, when God permits 
the slave power of this nation to rivet your 
own fetters, and when your sins shall 
bring you in bondage to the greatest of 
all slaveholders, the Devil? Nothing 
be plainer than in such a case, you w 
choose the greatest instead of the least of 
the two evils presented. It is better 
suffer affliction with God’s poor than 
enjoy the profit of sin for a season.. 

Objection.^—B ut would you have 
overlook all the other important interests 
of the country ? There are other impor¬ 
tant objects to be secured, besides aboli¬ 
tion. We have no right to abandon tbs 
general politics of the country to attend 
to one thing. 

Answer.— This is the same objection 
over again, in another form, and may be 
met with the same answer. But we will 
observe further—The politics of the na¬ 
tion, as attended to, at present, overlook 
the most important interests of the country, 
pecuniary, political and moral—and they 
confine the public attention to matters ol 
Comparative insignificancy. If political ab¬ 
olitionists shoulcL act upon the same prin¬ 
ciple and secure the exclusive attend, 
the people to one object, the "politicians 
who mow devote their exclusive attention 
to a sub-treasury or. a national bank, or a 
tariff-—or to the election or the defeat of a 
favorite candidate would have no right to 
complain. It would only be “ choosing 
the least of two evils ” in a less objection¬ 
able sense than they ask the friends of 
freecTourito do. It would only be choos¬ 
ing to run the risk of the temporary in¬ 
convenience of adopting the least eligible 
mode of managing the money affairs of | 
the nation rather than commit sin, and 
sacrifice the liberties of the country and 
the Union itself to the aggressions of the 
slave pow’,er. Our forefathers suffered 
many pecuniary privations, when necessa¬ 
ry, in order to secure freedom, and it 
would not be unwise for ns to imitate their 
example. 

But we do not admit that the other im¬ 
portant interests of the country would 
need to be neglected, or that they proba¬ 
bly would be neglected in the hands of po¬ 
litical abolition. Nor do we forget, dis¬ 
regard, of neglect any important interests 
of the Country, when we vote, exclusively, 
for the friends of human rights, irrespec¬ 
tive Of the present political parties.— 
Those parties, in respect to public meas¬ 
ures are divided on such questions as the 
nation bank—the suhtreasury, the best 
modes of collecting, and holding, and ex¬ 
pending the revenne—of managing the 
public lands, &c. &c. &c. These are 
questions about w hich the wisest and best 
men of the Country honestly differ. There 
are friends of republican liberty and equal 
rights in both parties. And there ore 
despots and ambitious, demagogues in 
both. Let each party, overlooking tire 
questions of human fights and the cardi¬ 
nal qualifications of honesty and devotion 
to the public good, sets up as the only test 
question to candidates. “ Do you agree 
with our party in respect to banks, sub¬ 
treasury—-revenue— public lands, &c ?— 
And in nominating candidates thus pledg¬ 
ed, the grand question commonly, is not 
what is the moral character and honesty 
of the candidate, but “ which will secure 
the most votes.” ’Now it is evident that in 
this way there is great danger. Hot only 
that tire liberties of the nation will be 
wrecked, but that even its pecuniary in¬ 
terests will suffer by dishonest manage¬ 
ment, and by undue attachment, to party 
interests, and .selfish schemes. Well 
known facts, in connection with the mu¬ 
tual accusations of the'rival parties., attest, 
that to a great extent, this natural and al¬ 
most necessary result has ensued. What 
is the proper’remedy? Vote for candi¬ 
dates who are the known friends of hu¬ 
man rights— the friends of the poor—the 
advocates of the oppressed—men who are 
such, in the face of opposition, and pro¬ 
scription, and scorn. Whatever may be 
their predilections on the question of a 
ufj-treasury—a bauk—or a tariff’, let 
diem sit in council together, ns honest 
nen, ruling in the fear of God, for the 
'protection of human rights, and depend 
spon it, the pecuniary interests "of the na- 
■jon would be much safer in their hands’, 
Ivan they now arc. What folly is it to 
rust pttr purses with fillers who manifest 
10 regard for our liberties, and who have 
ret tile discernment or tire Courage to 


prohibit the stealing and service of humar 
beings for silver ! The arch temptei 
laughs in bis sleeves, when he sees will 
what a naked hook he can successfully 
bait a money wise nation. 

But we have not yet done with this ob¬ 
jection. It defers political abolition be¬ 
cause other great interests require atten¬ 
tion. Then it must be forever deferred, 
for other great interests will always stand 
in the same relation to political abolition 
that they now do. If the excuse is good 
now, it will always be good. If party in¬ 
terests, and banks, and sub-treasuries and 
revenues, may be held paramount, now, 
they may alwayi be held paramount.— 
“ Other great interests ” prevented out 
fathers from doing their duty on this sub¬ 
ject. “ Other great interests ” still pre¬ 
vent southern statesmen from abolishing 
slavery, and southern citizens from re 
quiring them, at the ballot box, to do so 
Let ns cease to censure them, if we can 
not cease treading in their steps. If n< 
circumstances nor reasons of state cai 
justify the people and statesmen of tin 
south, nor of any other despots on earth 
in neglecting to protect human lights, 
then no circumstances nor reasons of stale 
can justify us in similar neglect.

Qjp* Lewis Tappan, who attended the 
late Anniversaries in London, lately deliv¬ 
ered an elaborate and interesting speech 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., describing many 
cideuts which occurred during his abset 
The following is his description of the 
ception in England of a colored American 
preacher: 

Mr. Pennington, of Hartford Conn 
who is one of the blackest men I ever sac 
was invited to make a speech, and did si 
He sat in the meeting beside Lord Mot 
path. In his speech he said everything 
in the right manner and in the right way, 
and Lord Morpeth, in returning thanks, 
said be did so in particular for the speech 
of‘our; colored brother;’ as he called him, 
which speech he said convinced him, that 
such people could adorn any situation that 
they were called upon to fill. One of the 
London papers said that the speech of M 
Pennington was the second best made 1 
Exeter Hall that day, and they did not 
know but that it was better than even 
Lord Morpeth’s. Mr. Pennington went 
over to England in the steerage of a ship, 
not being able to procure a passage in the 
cabin, but was invited during the voyage 
by the passengers and officers into the 
cabin to preach for them. One little in¬ 
cident occurred which will show the 
estimation in which he was held in Lon¬ 
don. I was invited with the other mem¬ 
bers of the United States delegation to the 
house of the celebrated Mrs. Opie, now 
about 70 years of age, and the authoress 
of many excellent works. She said she 
had received a letter. It was from Bro. 
Pennington. He said that he was very

Dear Sir : 

Your favor of the 2-5rft inst. has this 
moment been received, and I have no hes¬ 
itancy in stating to you and all others what 
my views in relation to a tariff are. I am 
decidedly of opinion that the best mode of j 
raising a revenue for an economical ad¬ 
ministration of the Government is by way 
of imports; and that in the adjustment of| 
duties for that purpose, such incidental 
protection should be given as will best 
promote the various branches of American 
Industry, using great care that rio branch 
be built up by the destruction of another. 
The doctrine of Free Trade with all for 
eign nations while they prohibit or imprest 
such duties upon our articles of export a; 
to restrict, or make unprofitable our trade 
with them, is not, in my opinion, tenable, 
but is against the best interests of the 
country. These are my views in relation 
to the principles upon which a tariff six 
be framed, and are such as I have long 
lertained, and in accordance with thei 
the Convention of the Liberty Party 
held in Portland last week, I offisted a 
o’Jution to the effect, that as a party 

no quarrel with those who advocate 
these principles. 

To your second enquiry, in relation to 
e present tariff", I have to remark that I 
n not sufficiently-.acquainted with all the 
details of it, to say that I think it n all re¬ 
spects just what it should be. I do not 
pprise it perfect, hut am of opinion that 
is advantageous to the counlry, arid 
ould therefore oppose its repeal if I 
ere called upon to act upon that ques¬ 
tion. If the present tariff is in some re- 
ec-ts imperfect, the industry of the north 
11 accommodate itself to it, and fi'o doubt 
has begun to do so already ; and we need 
permanency in its provisions and charac¬ 
ter, more than any thing else. It is the 
constant fluctuation in the measures of oil r 
eminent which deranges the business 
of the people ; and this has more to do 
1 producing the cry-ref •“ hard tithes,” 
lan perhaps any other cause except sla- 
fry. And 1 doubt not. this change is ow- 
ig principally to slavery. The slate pow- 
r witnessing constantly the unproductire- 
bss of slave labor, is laboring continually 
to produce some change in the govern- 
t in the hope that such change will 
e the system of slavery more profita¬ 
ble ; but; like the man under the influence 
raging fever, who “ shifts from side w 
side by turns,” it is a “poor relief they 
, to change the place and keep # tln 
pain.” We have humored the. slave pow¬ 
er by submitting to such Constant changes, 
enough. It is now time that we stand 
up for ourselves. Let not therefore the 
present tariff’be repealed at the bidding of | 
the south. I wish, however, to be under¬ 
stood that I hold human;freedom, and con*-, 
stitutional Liberty, the first, thing to be 
ght, and that for the promotion or de¬ 
feat of any of the questions of mere expe¬ 
diency about which this country is now dir 
rifled, I would not postpone or delaj 
any effort which could be made for the 
paramount objects of the Liberty Party a 
gle hour, or make any compromise by 
which these objects should be end angered:
